wounded foot resting upon a stone, his bow in his hand, and h : s 
helmet resting upon the ground. The composition is good, the 
colouring judiciously subdued, and in appropriate keeping and 
harmony:—these, combined with the solemn stillness and gran¬ 
deur of the whole, together with the reflection of the Moon’s 
beams upon the water, produce altogether a Picture of most 
striking and picturesque effect.
